Claims 1, 12, 13, and 21, as well as their dependent claims, are found to be allowable 
because the prior art of record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests the recitations found 
therein, including a specific cover, under layer relationship between the cut resistant material, 
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and the optically responsive material. While the optically responsive material is known in the 
art, its specific use is not, and Applicant has not only determined its ideal location, but its ideal 
ratio by incorporating it into such structures as to balance cut resistance with its properties. Such 
a use is not an obvious modification of Kolmes, since location, use, and percentages would be 
considered beyond the scope of ordinary skill in the art.
